Go For Treatment 
Of Tuberculosis 


“Babies cost too much" is the 
cry of the average family, accord¬ 
ing to Dr. J. L. Pomeroy, County 
Health Officer. High prices 
charged by the stork and reduc¬ 
tions in wages are responsible 
for the general decrease of birth 
rates throughout the nation, Dr. 
Pomeroy says. 

“More than 75 percent of the 
families who say they don’t 
want babies give the reason ‘we 
can’t afford them;’ very few ex¬ 
press dislike for babies,” the 
Health Officer says. 

Babies cost an average of $300 
apiece, including physicians' fees 
and hospital care, a price that 
amounts to more than 20 per cent 
of the annual salary of the ave¬ 
rage family, Dr. Pomeroy points 
out. The average charge made 
bv nbvsicians for matemitv cases 
is $200, the lowest being $50 and 
the highest $2,000, Three weeks’ 
confinement in a hospital, operat¬ 
ing room, anaesthetic, etc., cost 
from $100 to $500 additional. Sun¬ 
dry other fees and bills for medi¬ 
cine and prescriptions bring the 
total cost of a baby up to a 
staggering total, the Health Of¬ 
ficer says, enough to discourage 
any young couple. 

While the birth rate in Los An¬ 
geles County remained absolutely 
stationary last year with but 
15.99 births per thousand popu¬ 
lation, the trend is consistently 
downward throughout the nation 
it is reported. Despite the sta- 
tinoary birth rate in the County, 
a 23 per cent reduction in infant 
mortality during the same per¬ 
iod assures a substantial increase 
in the year’s crop of babies. Dr. 
Pomeroy asserts, due to the 80 
infant and child hygiene confer¬ 
ences for mothers held weekly in 
the various health centers 
throughout the County.

When he was leaving the Barlow 
estate at 7 o’clock two other em¬ 
ployees, a man and a maid, each 
ir. their own car, followed in his 
wake. 

The three cars reached Sierra 
Madre avenue, Gustafson in the 
lead. Passing Orange Grove ave- 
l nue one of the cars, driven by 
the man, sped up and passed 
Gustafson. The man called 
"S’long,” to the butler as he went 
by. He had traveled perhaps a 
hundred feet when he heard a 
trash and looking back saw Gus¬ 
tafson’s car turned over in the 
road. The maid, and a man com¬ 
panion, in the third car, had wit¬ 
nessed the crash. 

Drivers of orher cars stopped 
and ran to help extricate the vic¬ 
tim of the wreck. They found 
Gustafson's head had been crushed 
and he died instantly. Fire Chief 
Richards was soon on the scene.

light red; and Los Angeles, pink. 
These are all grand varieties that 
have been proven in this locality. 

Shrubs should be arranged so 
that tall-growing varieties are in 
the background and the low- 
growing sorts near the front. 
Perhaps when you first planted 
your shrubbery you did not pay 
much attention to how they were 
grouped to eventually grow and 
did not get them placed right. 
Well, now is the time to change 
them while they are dormant, 
more or less. . 

Remember, all shrubs with 
foliage on them now must be 
moved with a ball of dirt around 
the roots. A biece of burlap will 
help to hold* the dirt in place 
and you can plant burlap and 
all. 

The pruning shears will help 
you a lot in controlling the 
height of your shrubbery, and at 
the same time pruning will thick¬ 
en up the plants and make them 
more attractive. But above all 
things do not go to the other ex¬ 
treme and trim everything up into 
balls, blocks, etc. I can see ho 
beauty in such a garden. Of 
course hedges need severe and 
formal pruning and occasionally 
a few boxwood or other formal 
plants used at entrances or in 
corners of lawns, but general 
shrubbery should be pruned only 
enough to thicken them up and 
keep them well balanced.

W E can no longer say we are 
waiting for the rains before 
planting — and there is 
much to be done in your garden 

now. 

This is going to be an ideal 
year for remodeling the garden. 
Labor is cheap and plentiful, and 
plant materials are greatly re¬ 
duced in price. Magazine and 
newspaper articles encourage the 
home owner to have better gar¬ 
dens. Southern California is ex¬ 
pecting many visitors next spring 
and summer for the Olympic 
games and is urging everyone to 
improve their gardens so our 
visitors will be favorably im¬ 
pressed with our Southland. 

For two or three months, plant 
materials will be about as dor¬ 
mant as they will ever be, so if 
you want to rearrange your gar¬ 
den, you can begin right now. 

Roses, shrubs and trees that 
have dropped their foliage and 
perennials can be transplanted in 
their bare roots. Roses should be 
prunned and the leaves taken off 
when you transplant them. It is 
always best to keep roses in 
groups or beds or sometimes in 
a row along a drive. Do not 
scatter them among shrubbery as 
they are out of place there. 
Roses should be planted in the 
full sunshine. 

Old stunted rose bushes should 
be thrown away and new ones 
planted in their place. There are 
such wonderful varieties now to 
be had and they are so inexpen¬ 
sive this year.

The idea that the effort now 
being made to equalize assess¬ 
ments in Los Angeles county for 
the purpose of taxation amounts 
to a general revaluation of real 
estate, is erroneous, according to 
Deputy County Assessor Alex¬ 
ander W. Dodge under whose 
supervision assessments are made j 
in Sierra Madre. 

Real estate values have felt 
the influence of economic condi¬ 
tions, he says, and made neces¬ 
sary an intense study of land 
values in order to equalize the 
roll for 1932. In correcting the 
false impression that is abroad, 
he said: 

"At first is was suggested that 
the new state law be made oper¬ 
ative which provides for a com¬ 
mission consisting of the county 
assessor, the chairman of the 
County Board of Supervisors and 
the members of the State Board 
of Equalization of this district to 
employ necessary experts for the 
purpose of making a revaluation. 
The county counsel ruled that 
there was a possibility of this 
measure being declared unconsti¬ 
tutional. Consequently Assessor 
Hopkins decided upon the next 
best thing, namely, to request the 
Board of Supervisors for author¬ 
ization for an extra force of ap¬ 
praisers to supplement the work 
well under way with his regular | 
force. 

"The Board of Supervisors au¬ 
thorized the assessor to employ 
72 temporary appraisers. 

"We wish to correct the idea 
that it is a revaluation of all 
real estate.

The bank deposit guaranty law In 
any form is a snare and a delusion, 
declares a banker in a state where 
it has been tried, adding: “It is a 
license and encouragement to Irre¬ 
sponsible banks and banking and 
penalizes capital solvency and pru¬ 
dent banking.

Has been tried, 
failed and discarded at Intervals for 
more than 100 years in this coun¬ 
try. No well-informed, honest and in 
telligent mind can accept it in prin¬ 
ciple or practice. Competent bank 
supervision and restriction of banks 
to territory that will wan ant suffi¬ 
cient capital investment and ac¬ 
counts is tho only sane and honest 
course and will afford all the guar¬ 
anty the depositing public is en¬ 
titled to as compared with all other 
human affairs ”

Cream together: 1 '/ 2 cups 
sugar, y 2 cupful butter. Add 
beaten yolks of 4 eggs, 3 
tablespoons cocoa melted in 5 
tablespoons boiling water, 1 
cups flour, sifted 7 times, V 2 
cup milk, 4 egg whites, well 
beaten, teaspoon vanilla, 1 
heaping teaspoon baking pow¬ 
der. 

Follow directions, being sure 
to add the baking powder last. 
Will make one loaf (about 8 
Inches square) or 2 medium 
sized layers. 

If made in layers fill with 
Chocolate Cream Filling, as 
follows: 5 tablespoons choco¬ 
late, with enough milk or 
cream to wet it, 1 cupful'sugar, 
1 egg well beaten, 1 teaspoon 
vanilla. Stir over fire until 
thoroughly mixed (do not let 
boil). 

Ice top with uncooked choco¬ 
late icing, as follows: 1 ounce 
(1 tbsp) chocolate or cocoa. 
5 tablespoons boiling water, 3 
:ups sifted confectioner's sugar 
and 1 teaspoonful vanilla.

Former Bankers* Chief Finds 
Much in the Past Year to 
Inspire Confidence in 
Financial Reliability 


The Sunday School officers, 
teachers and members of the Con¬ 
gregational Church enjoyed a sup¬ 
per meeting on Friday evening.

R OME C. STEPHENSON, retiring 
president of the American 
Bankers Association, declared in an 
address on the expiration of his 
term of office that, in travelling 
about among the banks from one 
end of the country *to the other 
during the past year, he had “come 
out of it with a renewed faith In 
the strength of our banking struc¬ 
ture and our banking situation, and 
a renewed faith particularly in the 
spirit and courage of the men In the 
banks that have enabled them to 
rise unconquered over difficulties 
such as men never had to face be¬ 
fore, or to accept with fortitude 
misfortunes that were beyond hu¬ 
man power to prevent.” 

When he reflected, he said, that 
the "entire human economic-struc¬ 
ture has been brought to the verge 
of ruin under the difficulties that 
have swept over not only the nation 
but the entire world, and that the re 
suits of events of this kind react 
with particular directness upon 
the stability of our banks, and 
yet how few have succumbed, 
we may well renew our con¬ 
fidence in the banks of America; 
when we think also of how many of 
oar bankers have stood up under 
the stress and storms of these times 
and how relatively few of them have 
been proved- wanting in the series 
of crises that have assailed them, 
we may well feel a sincere pride in 
our fellow bank’ers.” He added: 

“So I come out of tills year of 
somber experiences not as a pessi¬ 
mist, but as an optimist—as one 
with a renewed faith and confidence 
in the spirit of Ills fellow men un¬ 
der overwhelming difficulties. Anil 
particularly do I come out of this 
year as a banket who is proud of 
ils fellow hankers for the undaunt 
ed way in which they have met 
their part of the great test through 
which the times have put tlie na 
lion. 1 believe that this year ha- 
brought new honor to our banklm 
traditions and our banking provi¬ 
sion and has won for the liat^ke 
new title to the faith and trust 
*11 classes of his follow citizens.”
